1920, not with any particular inten 
tion of locating in Alberta. He did 
intend to locate somewhere, perhaps 
California, perhaps Canada. He look 
ed over California and then came 
to Alberta. He spent several months 
making a close examination of vari- 
ous districts, of soils and climatio 
conditions, and not until he had 
given the matter metioulous oonsid- 
eration, did he reach a decision as to 
his future activities.
